A 
combination of the 
brute power of a 
fullback with the speed 
and elusiveness of a 
tailback. A 
gamebreaker in a 
linebacker’s body. 

Steve Davis of 
Spartanburg, South 
Carolina is such a 
player. Steve Davis is 
special. 

Being compared with 
Bo and Herschel would 


seem to be the ultimate 


compliment for a 
running back. They are 
after all, the two 


players that defined the 


running back position 
over the last 15 years. 


But Steve Davis doesn’t 


see the comparisons as 
“Bo and Herschel are 
Steve. 


“Iam not a great football player.” 

There are others, however, who would disagree. 
Davis’ high school coach, Doc Davis, has seen his 
share of fine football players. He says flatly that 
“Steve Davis is the best high school football player I

“There are a lot of 
guys who weigh 220 
pounds, but you could 
count on one hand the 
number of players in 
220-pound packages. 
who run a 10.4 100 
meters.” 

That total package, 
shall we say, enabled 
Davis to lead his 
Spartanburg High 
School team to the 
South Carolina 4A 
Championship with a 
14-1 record and along 
the way establish a 
new state rushing 
s| record with 2,448 
| yards. Davis also 
| added 32 touchdowns. 
In the state 
| championship game, 
against a Sumter team 
| ranked in the USA 
Today Top 25 all year, 
Davis carried 30 times 
for 230 yards and two 
touchdowns, leading 
‘| his team to a 28-16 

— victory. 
For his staggering accomplishments, Davis was 
voted South Carolina’s Player of the Year, receiving 
every vote — the first player in the state to be voted 
player of the year unanimously. But Davis still feels 
he has much to prove. 

“All the attention I have received is nice, it makes 
you feel good that people want to know about you. 
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valid. 
great football players,” says 


But until | prove myself on the college level all the 
talk about how great I am is just talk,” he says. 

Proving himself on the college level may have to 
wait, however. While he currently has the core 
curriculum, Davis has not scored high enough on the 
SAT or ACT to play next year in college. 

As a result, recruiting of Davis has changed 
dramatically. Clemson, long thought to be the front 
runner, cannot sign partial qualifiers according to 
Atlantic Coast Conference guidelines. 

As a result, several SEC schools, namely Auburn, 
Florida and Georgia, have emerged as favorites to 
sign the prep All- American. Davis visited Auburn 
December 17 and was offered a scholarship. He also 
has visited with Florida’s Steve Spurrier and has a visit 
scheduled for Georgia after the first of the year. 

Clemson would like to see Davis enroll at a prep 
school to enhance his grades, but Davis is said to be 
leaning toward forfeiting a year of eligibility and 
getting his grades improved to the point where he 
can play at an SEC school next season. 

And when he does play in college he has some 
areas where he’ll need improvement as a football 
player. 


“Steve has to improve his endurance,” says his coach 
Doc Davis. “Steve has sprinters’ muscles and when he 
carries the ball 20-25 times he tends to get cramps.” 

Coming into this season Davis’ toughness was also 
a question mark, but he answered his critics on that 
last issue. Davis played with a severely bruised 
shoulder late in the year, a bruise so bad his coaches 
thought his collarbone was broken. In the game that 
the injury occurred, against Union in November, 
Davis scored from 68 yards with less than a minute 
left to win the game, 

He’s tough, he’s big, he’s fast. He could be the 
next Bo or Herschel, but for now Steve Davis is 
content to be Steve Davis. 

“I'm never going to try to do things beyond my 
abilities. When I do play, | just want to help my team 
win football games,” Davis says. 

It’s that attitude, along with his unique abilities, that 
make Steve Davis special. For all the attention that 
has been heaped on him, he still remains level- 
headed. 

“We really feel as though all the attention this year 
has helped Steve mature,” says Doc Davis. “And it’s 
that maturity that should help Davis prosper down 
the line.”

9.25 DARRELL BLACKBURN LB 6-6, 220, 4.6 
HUNTSVILLE—BUTLER 

Darrell Is a tall, lean defender who comes off the ball very 
quickly and can deal misery In an opponent's backfield, Some 
evaluators belleve he Is In the near-franchlise category as a 
lInebacker. If he bulks up, he could be a force at defensive 
end. Also an excellent basketball player. Benches 300 
pounds. Played for Coach Mike Shipp, Darrell IIkes Auburn, 
North Carolina, Southern Miss, LSU and Alabama. 


9.25 LARRY BOWIE RB 6-1, 195, 4.5 ANNISTON 

Galned 1,300 yards and 17 TDs rushing, 250 yards and one TD 
recelving and added another 600 yards and two TDs returning 
kicks during his sentor season. Also threw a 75-yard 
touchdown pass off the halfback pass. As a testament to his 
strong arm, Coach Berry Halladay sald most of the yardage on 
that play came In the alr. Benches 395 and squats 600. Coach 
Halladay expects him to gain welght after high school and says 
he could play the college game around 220. At hls current 
weight, he Is a load to try to bring down. Runs extremely hard, 
breaks tackles and has the speed to be very dangerous In the 
open field. A good all-around back, he says he’s looking at 
Georgla, Alabama, Auburn, Ole Miss and UCLA. 


10.00 KENDRICK BURTON DL 6-6, 275, 4.8 HARTSELLE 
The number one defensive tackle prospect In the nation on 
almost everyone's llst, Kendrick Is a super player. He was a 
Super Prep preseason All-America and he made one pick on 
our first team All-Deep South selections very easy. Rated by 
many the number one overall prospect in the state thls year. 
He's a tremendous pass rusher. In fact, he must seem like a 
bad dream to the quarterbacks who have encountered him In 
thelr backfield the past couple of years. He Is blg and strong 
and very aglle. It's almost Impossible for one man to block 
him effectively. He's also tough to pass over. Coach Don 
Woods (the brother of South Carollna Head Coach Sparky 
Woods), says Kendrick Is a smart player and a great person 
who cares about hls schoo] and his teammates. Almost every 
major college football program In the country would love to 
be the school he most cares about In the future. Although 
Kendrick Is a natlonal recrult, he seers to prefer Alabama, 
Auburn, South Carollna and Tennessee. 


9.50 TRACY CANTLOPE DB 5-10, 175, 4.5 
DOTHAN—NORTHVIEW 

A pure cornerback with outstanding speed and range, Tracy 
Is a superlor pass defender. Can force the run and lend run 
support. Considered by some to be the best man-to-man 
cover guy In the state. Benches 350 and squats 560. He has 
passed hls college entrance exam and his grades are good. 
His coach Is Willard Whitcomb. FSU's Lawrence Dawsey 
played at Northvlew and Tracy Ilkes Florida State, Alabama, 
Georgia and Auburn. 


9.25 JOHN CAUSEY OL 6-3, 255, 5.0 
LOWNDESBORO—LOWNDES ACADEMY 

Rated the number two offensive line prospect in the state (behind 
Jeremy Pennington), John Is a very aggressive lineman witha 
super attitude. He was a two-way starter for four years, Has 
welghed close to 300 pounds but trimmed down to his current 
255 for his senlor season, John Is a dedicated and consistent 
player who excels at run blocking. Benches 350. Coached In high 
school by Mac Champion. He has committed to Alabama. 
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9.00 RAHMON COOPER LB 6-2, 225, 4.7 
BIRMINGHAM—PARKER 

An All-State IInebacker who plays the game with a great deal of 
Intensity. He does a good Job of fighting off blockers and 
Involving himself in the action. Gets to the ball carrier In a hurry 
and makes a lot of tackles behind the IIne. Benches 290, squats 
500. A big hitter who Is considering Alabama, Arkansas, 
Tennessee, Georgia and Florida. 


9.00 MAURICE BELSER OL 6-2, 285, 5.1 CORDOVA 

A two-way IIneman whose cholce of college will determine 
where he plays. Some recrulters Ilke hlm on offense, some on 
defense. Elther way, Maurice has become a hot property In 
the late going. He's quick and moves well along the 
offensive line and he often pancakes opposing players. He 
says he Ilkes offense but he gets up more for defense. 
Benches 380 and squats 465. He will visit both Alabama and 
Auburn and possibly Southern Miss. 


10.00 ROBERT DAVIS RB 5-10, 185, 4.5 
BIRMINGHAM—HOMEWOOD 

Widely regarded as the best running back In Alabama, Robert 
ranks In the top two or three in the entire Deep South. Some 
belleve he Is the best In the South and In the top two or three 
In the nation. The one thing that you can be sure of Is his 
talent. He ts an excellent speed back who runs with 
tremendous balance. He runs hard and can catch the football 
out of the backfield, He gained 1,850 yards as a sophomore 
and 2,268 as a Junior, Those performances earned him class 
5-A All- State honors. After a senior campalgn which saw 
hlm add 2,424 yards, he will again be a shoo-in for All-State 
recognition, despite rarely playing more than three quarters. 
Robert has set state records for yards rushing In a career 
(6,542), and touchdowns scored In a single season (36). A 
major talent. Coached In high school by Gerald Gann. He lists 
Alabama, Auburn, Florida, Georgia and LSU. 


9.00 DERRICK DORN TE 6-4, 220, 4.55 DALEVILLE 

The state's top TE prospect, Derrick had 28 receptions for 
598 yards and 9 TDs this season. As a Junior he caught 19 
passes for 391 yards. He was recrulted as a safety by several 
schools and he was Daleville’s second leading tackler from 
that spot. He had seven Interceptions on the year, but he 
wants to play tlght end. He'll get a chance to do that at 
Auburn. Derrick has already committed to the Tigers. 
Coached by Perry Swindall. 


9.00 CHRIS FEARS WR 6-3, 200, 4.5 

SMITHS—SMITHS STATION 

Chris Is a big recetver with super hands and good speed, He 
runs precise routes and runs well after the catch. He's a good 
all-around athlete who also plays baseball, basketball and 
runs track. He has played tight end but prefers wide receiver. 
Chris benches 300 and squats 420, Coached by BIll Ragle. He 
Is considering Florida State, Alabama, Clernson, Colorado and 
Auburn. 


9.00 STACY GARRETT RB 5-10, 180, 4.5 
ROANOKE—HANDLEY 

A 4A All-State selection, Stacy Is an elusive back with great 
fleld awareness and vision, He is a slashing and cutting type 
runner with great speed. Always a threat to break the long 


one. He also has the hands and speed to make the switch to 
recelver or defensive back In college. Could be super. 
Benches 240, Also stars In track where he runs a 10,7 100 
meters. Stacy says he Is leaning to Alabama with Ole Miss, 
Misslssipp! State and Georgla still In the picture. 


9.25 LONZELL GOWDY RB 6-1, 195, 4.5 
TUSCALOOSA—CENTRAL 

Lonzell plays quarterback/tallback In Central's Notre Dame 
Box offense. A versatile athlete, (he was All-State In 
Basketball) he could be a QB, RB, WRor DB in college, 
although he says he wants to play quarterback. He handles 
the ball well and passed for more than 2,100 yards thls year 
while rushing for more than 1,500, With hls combined 
running and passing skills, he accounted for 42 touchdowns 
as a senlor, He Is strong enough to get the tough yardage 
and fast enough to score from any point on the fleld. Also 
plays guard on Central's defending state champlonship 
basketball team. Lonzell was coached In high school by Ed 
Reed, He !s considering Alabama, Florida State, LSU, 
Southern Miss and Auburn, 


5.00 PAUL HEAD QB 6-2, 190, 4.8 VESTAVIA HILLS 

Paul Is an Intelligent eld general who throws the deep ball 
well. He's an accurate passer and Isn't picked off much, Paul 
also stars In baseball and plays guard In basketball. He Is 
academically ellgible and was coached by Buddy Anderson. 
Lists Notre Dame, Florida, Alabama, Auburn and Duke, 


9.25 AARON HIGHTOWER QB 6-3, 200, 4.6 OPP 

Equally adept at running or throwing the football, Aaron 
triggers the triple option for coach Paul Woolley and Opp, 
Coach Woolley sald hls right-hander “Is the best triple option 
man I've ever coached, He Is only the second quarterback In 
my Career that I could turn the reads over to completely, 
without any restrictions.” Aaron generated 2,140 yards of 
total offense and completed 54 percent of his passes as a 
senlor. He rushed for 900+ yards and passed for 1,100+. He 
has already quallfled academically and says he Ilkes 
Misslssipp! State, Southern Miss, Vanderbilt, Alabama and 
Auburn, 


9.50 JOHNNY LOMORO PK 5-8, 160, 4.7 MIDFIELD 

Johnny Is one of the top two kickers In the Deep South, He 
has a strong, accurate leg, as evidenced by hls kicking three 
fleld goals from more than 50 yards out thls year (one was a 
57-yarder). His kickoffs usually sall through the end zone, and 
he has punted for a 40-yard average with good hang time. 
He was coached In high school by Bill Crenshaw. Johnny !s 
academically ellgible and likes Alabama, Auburn, Penn State, 
Ole Miss and Samford. 


9.00 DARRELL LONG OL 6-5, 310, 5.3 

BESSEMER—JESS LANIER 

Darrell's a huge offensive IIneman who excels at drive 
blocking. He moves very well for a man hls size. He helped his 
team to the 6A state crown as a Junior. If he Is able to keep his 
welght down, he could be a good one. He benches 330. He 
played hls high school ball for coach Carroll Cox. Darrell lists 
Auburn, Alabama, Georgla Tech, Florida and Ole Miss, 


9.25 TODRICK MALONE WR 5-11, 178, 4.45 
ATTALLA—ETOWAH 

As a sophomore, Todrick grabbed 54 passes for 1,129 yards 
and 10 TDs. He followed that performance by pulling down 
45 balls for 1,069 yards and 13 TDs the next season. That's a 
two-year average of 22 yards per reception. Then Patrick Nix, 
Etowah's quarterback, graduated and signed a football 
scholarship with Auburn. Coach Wyman Townsel says they 
didn't throw the ball as much thls year, so Todrick’s numbers 
were down, But that hasn't stopped the attention he's been 
drawing. This guy can catch a football and he Isn't shy about 
doing It In a crowd, elther. He can also be dangerous running 
the reverse. Todrick Is looking at Alabama, Auburn, 
Tennessee, Florida State and Florida. 


9.25 JAMES MANLEY DL 6-4, 275, 4.9 BIRMINGHAM— 
HUFFMAN 

An outstanding senlor season, a 3.3 GPA and a quallfying 
test score have helped James become one of the state's most 
coveted defensive line prospects. A member of the 
Tuscaloosa News “Sweet 16,” James says he Is open-minded 
about his college choices and he doesn't expect to make his 
decision until late. However, he has already visited 
Vanderbilt and North Carolina State and plans visits to 
Alabama (which became Involved with him falrly late), 
Auburn and Mississippi State. 


9.25 RENARDO McCOY DB 6-2, 190, 4.6 HAZELWOOD 
No school In the state has a richer football tradition than 
Hazelwood High. They consistently produce winners and 
they always have a big-time prospect or several. They have 
won four consecutive state 2-A champlonships, and seven 
titles since 1981, This year's ready-for-the-blg-tlme player Is 
being recrulted as a defenstve back with the promise of a 
shot at quarterback. And coach Ricky Johnson thinks Renardo 
Is the best QB In the state. He has the arm and overall 
athleticism. Coach Johnson says “I’ve seen hlm throw the ball 
70 yards.” His nephew Is Tarrant Lynch who plays at 
Alabama. Tennessee-Chattanooga and Mississipp! State are 
also In the running. 


10.00 JEREMY PENNINGTON OL 6-4, 270, 5.3 
VERNON—LAMAR CO 

The top offensive line prospect In the state, Jeremy Is noted 
both for his size and technique. He Is a powerful drive blocker 
and moves hls feet very well. He could play anywhere along 
the offensive line. He bench presses 350 pounds and has a 
27” vertical leap, Jeremy was coached In high school by 
Kenneth McKinney. This Super Prep preseason All-America Is 
already quallfied and has verbally committed to Alabama. 


9.25 OZELL POWELL DL 6-7, 230, 4.8 GREENVILLE 

A versatile athlete, Ozell Is a pass rushing specialist on 
defense and a tight end with soft hands on offense. He sheds 
blockers and pursues very well. He also plays center In 
basketball. Tide coaches think he will grow Into a first-rate 
defensive lineman and he has already verbally committed to 
Alabama. Coached In high school by Danny Adams. 


10.00 MICHAEL PROCTOR PK 5-11, 170, 4.5 PELHAM 
The Deep South's premler kicker, Michael Is also among the 
nation's best. He Is ranked In the top three nationally by 
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every recrulting service and In the top two by most. Set a 
state record as a Junlor by hitting 5 field goals over 50 yards. 
He has set a new distance mark this year with a 60-yarder. 
Michael has outstanding leg strength and most of his kickoffs 
come down In the end zone. Coached by Ronnle Gilllland, 
Michael has committed to Alabama. 


9.25 ADRIAN REESE RB 6-2, 185, 4.5 AUBURN 

Some scouts have compared Adrian to no less a talent than 
Barry Sanders. He has the size, speed and strength that 
coaches love to line up In the backfield. He benches 310, 
squats 500 and clalms a vertical leap of 39". He Is also a 
rellable recelver out of the backfleld, Coached In high school 
by Wayne Proffitt. Adrian Ilkes Auburn, Alabama, LSU, 
Georgla and Notre Dame. 


9.00 ALBERT REESE 6-6, 245, 4.8 PRITCHARD—VIGOR 

This preseason Super Prep All-America Is a blg guy who will get 
bigger still. He will almost certainly play college ball around 275 
to 285 pounds. And that Is not good news for quarterbacks 
who will oppose him soon. Albert Is a strong pass rusher and Is 
very quick off the ball. He also has a knack for batting down 
passes. He benches 380 and squats 450, He has a 34” vertical 
Jump. Coached In high school by Harold Clark, Albert Is 
considering Alabama, Florida State, Kentucky and Purdue, 


9.00 CHARLES ROSE WR 6-0, 175, 4.4 LEEDS 

A versatile athlete, Charles has played running back, wide 
recelver and defensive back during his high school career. As 
a Junlor tailback, he rushed for more than 800 yards and 
scored 12 TDs. Wide receiver will Ilkely be his college 
positlon and he has the tools needed to excel there. He has 
blazing speed and good hands and runs well after the catch. 
Charles Is the state decathlon champ and holds the state long 
Jump record of 23-9. Benches 250 and runs a 10.9 100 
meters, He has passed the ACT and hls grades are fine. 
Coached by Bobby Falrley. Charles has committed to Auburn. 


9,00 BRAD SHARIT FB 6-2, 220, 4.7 HEWITI—TRUSSVILLE 
A hard working and powerful fullback prospect who's very 
effective In short yardage situations. He's also an aggressive 
and physical IInebacker prospect. He Is a full qualifier. 
Benches 350, Brad has tles to both Auburn and Georgla 
(cousins played at both). Auburn, Alabama, Ole Miss, 
Georgla Tech and LSU. 


9.50 CHRIS SIMMONS LB 6-3, 225, 4.7 HARTSELLE 

After playing defensive end for two years, Chris was moved 
to Ilnebacker for hls senlor season, which most scouts feels Is 
his natural position. At mid-season, some observers felt he 
was the number two overall prospect In the state behind 
teammate Kendrick Burton. According to one opposing 
coach, Chris “runs extremely well and hits hard. He will 
knock your head off.” Chris benches 280 and squats 400. 
Coached by Don Woods. Chris favors Alabama, Auburn, 
Tennessee, Georgla and Misslsslppl State. 


9.00 TREY SIPPIAL RB 6-2, 180, 4.56 

MONTGOMERY ACADEMY 

Trey Is regarded by some as a super running back who oozes 
potential, Others worry about the small-school competition 
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he has faced. In any event, he’s a player and was rated a 
preseason All-America by Super Prep. He can catch the 
football and has also played safety. He Is academically 
ellgible. Coached In high school by John Tatum. Trey 
attended football camp at Alabama, but also Iikes Vanderbilt, 
North Carolina, Georgla Tech and Penn State. 


9.25 ROY STABLER DB 6-3, 200, 4.5 JACKSON 

Generally considered the top defensive back prospect In the 
state, Roy missed the first half of the season with a halrllne 
fracture of his right arm. However the Injury, which he 
suffered In the season opener, hasn't driven away the college 
coaches who were Interested In him. Roy does a good Job 
pass defending, but Is especially effective In run support, He 
has the size and speed and overall athleticlsm to become a 
first-rate big time college safety. He benches 300 pounds. He 
was coached In high school by Danny Hayes, and IIsts 
Auburn, Alabama, LSU, Arkansas and Florida as the schools 
he Is most Interested In. 


9.00 PATRICK SULLIVAN QB 6-3, 200, 4.8 MOUNTAIN 
BROOK

As asentor, Foos had 52 solo tackles, 31 assists, four sacks, 
three fumble recoveries and two blocked punts. In 1990, he 
picked up two fumbles and almost returned them both for 
TDs.

Captain of 
The Courler-Journal's annual All-State football team, a 
preseason Street & Smith magazine All-America, he was a 
first team All-State selection as a Junior and made second 
team as a sophomore, He averaged 14 tackles and two sacks 
per game as a senlor. He led Danville to the 1-A state title In 
1989 and 1991 and coach Sam Harp sald he has never seen a 
defensive lineman dominate the game like Ford does.

A player Ike 
him comes along every 10 years.” Chester played defense 
throughout high school career but there Is talk he might 
switch to fullback In college.

He led his team to wins over three-time 
defending state champs Trinity and St. Xavier In the semi- 
finals and finals of the 4-A playoffs, en route to his team’s 15- 
O state championship season. He rushed for 158 yards and 
three TDs on only ten carries, kicked two PATs caught a two- 
polnt conversion pass and sacked the St. Xavier QB for a 15- 
yard loss In Clark County’s 28-21 win In the finals. Hampton 
scored 186 points on 25 TDs, six two-point conversions and 
24 PATs. He ran for 888 yards and 16 TDs on 97 carries and 
caught 12 passes for 431 yards and 8 TDs, Hampton, who 
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Just plows over defenses, looks like Herschel Walker running 
but has Barry Sander's speed and agillty. Also a first-team 
All-State selection at defensive end, he Is rated the fourth 
best player In the 10th region. Coach Don Danko sald Tim 
has a 2,0 GPA but has yet to take the ACT, Eastern Kentucky, 
Morehead State, Western Kentucky and Murray State would 
all love to have him.

Honaker started at defensive tackle as a 250-pound 
sophomore In 1989 when Pikeville won the last of Its three 
stralght 1-A state titles. Since then hls welght has sharply 
tlsen, but some college coaches belleve he Is the best 
offensive IIne prospect In the state, Honaker missed the first 
four games this season after suffering a shoulder Injury In an 
automobile accident. “That hurt him In getting Into condition 
because he couldn't get out and run,” Pikeville coach Bill 
Allara sald. When DeAnthony returned, hls power and 
strength helped Pikeville post a 14-1 record. He plays both 
offense and defense. Coach Allara says Honaker must lose 
some weight If he Is to succeed at Kentucky, where he has 
made a commitment to play. Allara sald Kentucky wants 
Honaker to get stronger In his upper body and trim down to 
270 pounds. He has the grades and test score. With the 
excess welght gone, he could develop Into a special player 
on the collegiate level.

With his size, speed and 
passing ACT score, he has everything the college coaches are 
looking for. Could possibly contribute as a freshman. He 
man-handled most defensive linemen that came In his path 
this season. Owen, a 2.9 student, Is one of the state’s best 
shot-putters (54 feet). He will visit Michigan, Tennessee, 
Virginia and Vanderbilt and either Kentucky or Ohio State.
